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Bush Embarks to Rally Allies 

High-stakes diplomatic trip comes amid pressure over Iraq

WASHINGTON | President Bush reaches out 
to allies this week for help in quelling vio- 
lence in Iraq and Afghanistan, in a burst of 
diplomacy from a Baltic summit of NATO 
partners to Mideast talks with Iraq’s prime 
minister. 

Just back from an eight- day trip to Asia, 
Bush was to leave on Monday on another 
overseas trip as pressure builds at home for 
a change in his administration’s Iraq strat- 
egy amid deepening tensions and violence 
in that country. 


The president stops first in Estonia en 
route to a NATO summit in neighboring 
Latvia, where a debate over peacekeeping 
operations in Afghanistan is expected to 
dominate. From Latvia, the president heads 
to Amman, Jordan, for two days of talks with 
Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki. Jordan 
was deemed a less dangerous setting for the 
meeting than Baghdad. 

White House aides said the meeting, a late 
addition to Bush’s itinerary, was part of the 
president’s process of sounding out various 


parties as he ponders how 
to proceed in Iraq. 

Iran and Syria are try- 
ing to assert influence in 
stabilizing Iraq without 
American involvement, 
and tensions in the region 
increased further last week 
with the assassination of a 
Cabinet member in the U.S.-backed demo- 
cratic government of Lebanese Prime Minister 
Fuad Saniora — a killing some have blamed 
on Syria. Also, sectarian attacks in Iraq have 
surged in recent days, tom raum (ap)

HONOLULU I A motorcycle officer 
injured last week while escorting 
President Bush in the islands died 
Sunday, police said. 

Steve Favela, 30, and two other 
officers crashed their cycles as the 
presidential motorcade was travel- 
ing across Hickam Air Force Base to 
meet troops for breakfast early Tues- 
day.

WASHINGTON | Congressional lead- 
ers displayed eroding patience with 
the Iraqi government on Sunday, 
adding pressure on President Bush 
and Iraqi Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki to find a faster path to peace 
when they meet this week. 

“It is not too late. The Unit- 
ed States can still extricate itself 
honorably from an impending 
disaster in Iraq,” Republican Sen. 
Chuck Hagel of Nebraska wrote in 
Sunday’s Washington Post. “If the 
president fails to build a biparti- 
san foundation for an exit strate- 
gy, America will pay a high price 
for this blunder — one that we will 
have difficulty recovering from in 
the years ahead.”

Crowd Rallies After Groom’s Killing 


Family, friends hold 
vigil for 23 -year- old 
fatally shot by police 

NEW YORK I An angry crowd 
demanded Sunday to know why 
police officers killed an unarmed 
man on the day of his wedding, fir- 
ing dozens of shots that also wound- 
ed two of the man’s friends. Some 
called for the ouster of the city’s 
police commissioner. 

At a vigil and rally the day after 
23 -year-old Sean Bell was supposed 
to have married the mother of his 
two young children, a crowd led by 
the Rev. A1 Sharpton shouted, “No 
justice, no peace.” 

At one point, the crowd of a few 
hundred counted off to 50, the num- 
ber of rounds fired. 

“We cannot allow this to contin- 
ue to happen,” Sharpton said at the 
gathering outside Mary Immaculate 
Hospital, where one of the wound- 
ed men was in critical condition. 
“We’ve got to understand that all 
of us were in that car.”

Some in the crowd called for the 
ouster of Police Commissioner Ray- 
mond Kelly, yelling, “Kelly must go.” 
The police officers’ group 100 Blacks 
in Law Enforcement Who Care said 
it was issuing a vote of no confidence 
in Kelly over the shooting. 

Paul Browne, chief spokesman 
for the NYPD, said Sunday: “We 
are continuing to look for additional 
witnesses to shed light on the inci- 
dent, and assisting the district attor- 
ney’s office with its investigation.” 
The five offers were placed on paid 
administrative leave pending the 
investigation, Browne said. 

Community leaders planned a 
rally Dec. 6 at police headquarters. 

The shootings occurred at about 
4 a.m. Saturday outside the Kalua 
Cabaret, a strip club where Bell’s 
bachelor party was held. 

The survivors were Joseph Guz- 
man, 31, who was shot at least 11 
times, and Trent Benefield, 23, 
who was hit three times. Guz- 
man was in critical condition 
Sunday and Benefield was stable.

High Court 
To Tackle 
Warming 

WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court 
hears arguments this week in a case 
that could determine whether the 
Bush administration must change 
course in how it deals with the 
threat of global warming. 

A dozen states as well as environ- 
mental groups and large cities are 
trying to convince the court that the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
must regulate, as a matter of public 
health, the amount of carbon diox- 
ide that comes from vehicles. 

The Bush administration 
intends to argue before the court 
on Wednesday that the EPA lacks 
the power under the Clean Air Act 
to regulate carbon dioxide as a pol- 
lutant. 

The agency contends that even if 
it did have such authority, it would 
have discretion under the law on 
how to address the problem with- 
out imposing emissions controls.

Fast Start to the 
Shopping Season 


Question for stores 
is if holiday bargain 
hunters are spent out 

NEW YORK I Retailers got what 
they wanted over the Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend — a strong start to the 
2006 holiday shopping season as 
consumers crowded stores in search 
of huge discounts on flat-screen TVs 
and other hot merchandise. 

Stores and malls that opened as 
early as midnight on Friday drew a 
bigger-than- expected turnout, and 
robust sales for the first day of the 
season offset slower business as 
the weekend wore on, according 
to early reports. 

The biggest winners appeared to 
be electronics chains such as Best 
Buy Co. Inc. and popularly priced 
department stores including J.C. 
Penney Co., which pulled in shop- 
pers with good deals. 

Yet Wal-Mart Stores Inc., which 
promised the most aggressive dis- 
counting ever, was an exception, 
announcing Saturday that same- 
store sales for November will be 
slightly below its already lacklus- 
ter forecast.

Berlusconi Nearly Collapses 
Amid Fiery Political Speech 

Former Premier Silvio Berlusconi 
nearly collapsed during an emo- 
tional speech to political support- 
ers Sunday, and aides rushed to 
the podium to keep him from fall- 
ing. The 70 -year-old Italian media 
mogul later blamed exhaustion. The 
incident came as Berlusconi, leader 
of the conservative opposition, was 
about 40 minutes into a speech rail- 
ing against Premier Romano Prodi’s 
center-left government, (ap) 

MANAMA, BAHRAIN 

Islamists Set for Broad Win 
In Parliamentary Election 

Islamist candidates swept to victo- 
ry in Bahrain’s parliamentary elec- 
tion, splitting the vote between hard- 
line Shiite and Sunni Muslims while 
female and liberal candidates fared 
poorly in the U.S.-allied kingdom, 
preliminary results showed Sun- 
day. With several races headed for 
runoffs, Saturday’s vote appeared 
to reinforce the sectarian divide 
between the Persian Gulf island’s 
governing Sunni minority and Shi- 
ites, who make up two -thirds of its 
700,000 people. (AP) 

OAXACA, MEXICO 

Protesters Torch Building 
As Political Unrest Persists 

Protesters set fire to another build- 
ing in the colonial city of Oaxaca 
on Sunday after torching govern- 
ment offices and vehicles and dam- 
aging hotels during demonstrations 
that left at least 43 injured and 152 
arrested. On Saturday, leftist pro- 
testers demanding the resignation

Gaza Cease-Fire off to Shaky Start 


After bout of rocket 
fire at Israel, truce 
appears to take hold 

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP | Rocket 
fire from Gaza died down Sunday 
after a daybreak cease-fire, raising 
hopes for an end to five months of 
bloody destruction and a new open- 
ing toward peace talks. 

The surprise truce was supposed 
to take effect at 6 a.m., but in the 
four hours that followed, 11 rock- 
ets were fired from Gaza at Israeli 
towns and villages, and some Pal- 
estinian militants threatened to 
keep up the attacks. 


Israel did not retaliate, saying it 
wanted to give the truce a chance. 

“Even though there are still 
violations of the cease-fire by the 
Palestinian side, I have instruct- 
ed our defense officials not to 
respond, to show restraint, and to 
give this cease-fire a chance to take 
full effect,” Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert said during a ceremony at a 
high school in southern Israel. 

Rivals Hamas and Fatah, the 
two main factions in the Pales- 
tinian government, also publicly 
backed the truce and by nightfall, 
it appeared to take hold. Palestin- 
ian Prime Minister Ismail Hani- 
yeh of the ruling Hamas movement

said he had contacted the leaders 
of all Palestinian factions Sunday 
and they reassured him they were 


committed to the cease-fire. 

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas of Fatah, who has been press- 
ing for a reopening of peace talks 
with Israel, ordered his security 
forces to patrol the Gaza border 
on Sunday to stop rocket attacks. 

The cease-fire was worked out 
late Saturday night when Abbas 
called Olmert with an agreement 
from Palestinian militant groups to 
halt rocket fire and other violence 
from Gaza. 

Olmert pledged, in turn, to 
end the military offensive Israel 
launched in June after Hamas- 
linked militants captured an Israeli 
soldier in a cross-border raid, (ap)

Iraqi Leaders Pledge 
To Pursue Insurgents 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Sunni, Shiite and 
Kurdish leaders called on Sunday 
for an end to Iraq’s sectarian con- 
flict and vowed to track down those 
responsible for the war’s deadliest 
attack. 

But as they went on national tele- 
vision to try to keep Iraq from slid- 
ing into an all-out civil war, fighting 
between Iraqi security forces and 
Sunni Arab insurgents raged for a 
second day in Baqouba, the capital 
of Diyala province. 

By the end of the day, the prov- 
ince’s latest casualty figures were a 
microcosm of the brutality in Iraq: 
17 insurgents killed, 15 detained, 20 
civilians kidnapped, three bodies 
found. On Saturday, a U.S. soldier 
was killed and two were wounded 
when a roadside bomb exploded 
near their vehicle in Diyala prov- 


ince, the military said. 

“We promise the great mar- 
tyrs that we will chase the kill- 
ers and criminals, the terrorists, 
Saddamists and Takfiri [Sunni 
extremists] for viciously trying to 
divide you,” Shiite Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki, Sunni Parliament 
speaker Mahmoud al-Mashhadani 
and Kurdish President Jalal Tala- 
bani said in their joint statement 
on state -run TV. 

In addressing “the great mar- 
tyrs,” they were referring to the 215 
people who died when suspected 
Sunni insurgents attacked Sadr 
City, the capital’s main Shiite dis- 
trict, on Thursday. 

Al-Maliki also urged his unity 
government of Sunnis, Shiites and 
Kurds to end their public disputes 
and curb sectarian violence, (ap) 


Fears Stir of Rebel Advance in Chad 


LAMIDJA,CHAD| Chadian soldiers in 
heavily armed pickup trucks were 
massing along a strategic road Sun- 
day as a rebel convoy was spotted 
heading toward the capital of this 
volatile central African nation.

Ecuador Leftist 
Leads in Election 


Unofficial results 
show reformer Correa 
may be headed for win 

QUITO, ECUADOR I A leftist nation- 
alist who is friendly with Venezue- 
la’s anti-U.S. president held a com- 
manding lead over a Bible -toting 
banana tycoon in Sunday’s runoff 
presidential election in Ecuador, 
according to an unofficial quick 
count of sample votes. 

The count, conducted by a citi- 
zens’ election watchdog group, gave 
Rafael Correa nearly 57 percent of 
the vote, compared to 43 percent 
for Alvaro Noboa. It was based on 
sample votes from more than 1,600 
voting stations and had a margin 
of error of less than 1 percentage 
point, the group said. 

Two exit polls also gave the char- 
ismatic Correa a wide lead over his 
opponent. But Noboa rejected those 
polls, saying he would wait for the 
official count to be completed. 

If Correa wins, it could fur- 
ther tilt South America to the left. 


joining left-leaning governments 
in Chile, Bolivia, Brazil, Argenti- 
na, Uruguay and Venezuela. Correa 
is an outspoken admirer of Venezu- 
ela’s President Hugo Chavez. 

The 43 -year- old Correa secured 
a place in Sunday’s runoff by pledg- 
ing a “citizens’ revolution” to radi- 
cally reform the discredited political 
system. Ecuadoreans have driven 
the last three elected presidents 
from power and Correa appealed 
to voters as a fresh face in a field 
of established politicians. 

Noboa, a 56 -year- old billionaire 
who has touted his close relation- 
ships with the rich and powerful 
in the U.S., ran an old-fashioned 
populist campaign, crisscrossing 
Ecuador and handing out com- 
puters, medicine and money. 

Before voting earlier Sunday in 
Guayaquil, Noboa read a passage 
from the Bible in the midst of a mob 
of supporters. 

The winner will face the tough 
task of ruling this poor, politically 
unstable Andean nation, which has 
had eight leaders since 1996. (ap)

GLENN DALE, MD. I Experts are 
hoping to identify deer hot spots 
to reduce the number of collisions 
the animals have with cars. 

A new map of Maryland contains 
5,769 red dots — each marking a 
spot where crews scraped a deer car- 
cass off the highway last year. 

Virginia doesn’t have such a map 
yet, but more than 1,000 deer col- 
lide with cars each year in Fair- 
fax County and more than 600 
are hit on Loudoun County road- 
ways alone. 

November is peak mating time 
for the region’s overabundant deer 
population. 

As deer continue to thrive in Wash- 
ington’s suburbs, thousands of them 
are killed in collisions with vehicles. 

Most collisions occur during 
the rutting season, late October to 
early December. The deer often limp 
away, and police are rarely called. 

There are at least as many deer 
in the Washington area now as in 
Colonial times, maybe more, experts 
believe, (ap)

REDSKINS I Seeking his first win 
as an NFL starting quarterback, 
Jason Campbell faced a vital third 
down with his team trailing late in 
the fourth quarter.

The Redskins respond- 
ed well to coach Joe Gibbs’ call to 
return to his principles of running 
the ball and stopping the run, but 
it took the big play to Cooley on a 
third- and- 8 with 4:26 remaining 
to beat the Panthers (6-5) in a game 
dominated by defense. 

“I felt like today it was kind of 
our style of football,” Gibbs said.

Maryland exceeds all

TERPS FOOTBALL | It was all there for 
the Maryland football team. Beat 
Wake Forest at home, win again and 
prepare for a trip to Miami for the 
Orange Bowl. 

Great plan, flawed execution. 

The Terrapins will be playing 
in a bowl game, no small feat for 
a team coming off two straight 
5-6 seasons.

Microsoft’s New View 


Long-awaited launch 
of Vista marks crucial 
moment for company 

PRODUCTS I Bill Hartnett got accus- 
tomed to the screaming. As Micro- 
soft Corp.’s manager of software 
sales to financial services compa- 
nies, Hartnett used to get pelted 
with complaints about the secu- 
rity and reliability of Microsoft’s 
products. 

Hartnett speaks openly about 
those dark days because he’s sure 
they’re well past. 

The occasion is the launch of cru- 
cial upgrades to Microsoft’s most 
widely used and most profitable 
products. All at once, Microsoft is 


releasing a new Windows operating 
system, known as Vista; an update 
of the Office “productivity” pack- 
age, which includes Word, Excel, 
Outlook and PowerPoint; and new 
server software. 

The products will begin to be 
available for business users Nov. 30, 
with a consumer release ofWindows 
and Office Jan. 30. 

Even in a less competitive world, 
the enormity of the launch would 
make this a crucial time for Micro- 
soft. Vista has been delayed so long 
that it has been five years since the 
last overhaul of the operating system. 
Office last was refreshed in 2003. 

Microsoft executives claim com- 
puter users who upgrade to Vista or 
Office, but especially both together. 



One of Microsoft’s new Vista features is Windows Sidebar, which allows Internet 
programs to run on the side of a user’s desktop. Vista will be widely released Jan 30. 


will be dazzled by how much more 
productive they can become. The 
company spent years studying 
how people use its most popular 
programs and retooled the user 
interface accordingly. 

It also worked to make its soft- 
ware sturdier than ever — less prone 
to crashes and less vulnerable to 
hackers. Despite the improvements, 
many analysts don’t expect corpo- 
rate technology buyers to rush to 
buy PCs with Vista or Office 2007 
upgrades. Surveys have found fewer 
than half plan to adopt Vista in its 
first year of release. 

And while Vista and Office may 
look better, a lot of the features are 
likely to be seen as nice -to -haves 
rather than must-haves. 

“If you look at Vista, you say. 
What’s the killer app?”’ said For- 
rester Research analyst Ted Schadler. 
“Somebody else will build a killer 
app on it, but until you get a killer 
app, you don’t see the power of the

Akon breaks free 
with his second hit 
CD, ‘Konvicted’ 

M u S I C I Waiting at New York’s JFK 
Airport to hop a plane to the United 
Kingdom, Akon would much rath- 
er be flying to Atlanta to spend a 
weekend in his own bed. 

“I have never worked so hard 
or lost so much sleep,” the Senega- 


lese-born singer says, as his engag- 
ing laugh gets lost in the static of 
a flight announcement. “It some- 
times seems like I have less free- 
dom than I did when I was actu- 
ally locked up.” 

But chilling at home won’t hap- 
pen anytime soon. The release date 
for the artist’s sophomore set, “Kon- 
victed,” was advanced from Dec. 12 
to Nov. 14. That’s because the buzz 
factor has ratcheted up significant- 


ly, thanks to the tight chart race 
between his dual singles, “Smack 
That,” featuring Eminem, and 
“I Wanna Love You,” featuring 
Snoop Dogg. 

“Konvicted” picks up where 
“Trouble” left off. The latter was 
the first chapter in Akon’s redemp- 
tion following a jail sentence for car 
theft. The new album finds the art- 
ist on the rebirth trail, but this time, 
more of his knack for fusing R&B/ 


soul, hip-hop, pop, jazz and reggae 
is exposed. “I want people to say, 
‘Here’s a true artist, not someone 
pigeonholed into one genre,”’ says 
Akon, the son of jazz percussionist 
Mor Thiam. 

Hence, club banger “Smack 
That” gives way to the live piano 
and violins lacing the ballad “Never 
Took the Time.” Then there’s funky 
jazz via the love song “I Can’t Wait” 
before Akon’s past rears up on the 
anti-gangsta “Tired of Runnin’.” 
Tying it all together are Akon’s 
soothing vocals. 

That combination, plus addition- 
al cameos by T-Pain and Styles R, 
will keep “Konvicted” selling well 
into 2007 and beyond, says Violet 
Brown, director of urban music for 
Trans World Entertainment. “This 
is one of the best albums I’ve heard 
in a long time,” she says. “You can 
just about put this on a dartboard 
and score a radio single.” 

Ted Cockle, marketing direc- 
tor for Universal Music U.K., says 
Akon’s African roots give him an 
authenticity not normally found in 
the hardcore urban community. But, 
on the other hand, these “extra ele- 
ments meant a few eyebrows were 
raised among those who thought 
he was lightweight.” 

Challenging that perception, 
Akon has done guest stints with 
Young Jeezy and India.Arie and 
collaborated with Gwen Stefani and 
Elton John. “I don’t just guest,” he 
says. “If I don’t produce it, I won’t get 
on the record. The main reason for a 
collaboration is to bring something 
new and help you expand your audi- 
ence.”

Are Films Wav Too Animated? 


Cartoon overload 
might confuse, bore 
many moviegoers 

FILM I Prancing penguins. Rascally 
rodents. Sociable squirrels. Saber- 
toothed tigers. The Hollywood hills 
were alive with talking critters in 
2006, possibly the biggest year ever 
for movie animation. 

With the barrage of flicks about 
cute, fuzzy wildlife and other car- 
toon creations, are audiences having 


trouble telling one from the other, 
and, more importantly, are they get- 
ting overloaded by animation? 

In the decade since “Toy Story” 
revolutionized the industry with 
computer-generated images 
instead of hand- drawn cartoons, 
first “Shrek” and then others leaped 
into the animation business. 

As with the initial novelty of 
talking pictures nearly 80 years ago, 
computer animation’s early appeal 
resulted partly from its fresh look. 
Now, CGI films have become the

standard, so commonplace that the 
story — not the style — is more cru- 
cial in a movie’s success or failure. 

Ten years ago, Hollywood 
released as few as three or four 
animated movies a year. This 
year, 16 films are expected to be 
eligible for the Academy Award for 
feature-length animation, only the 
second time in the six-year history 
of the animated Oscar that there 
were enough movies for a full field 
of five nominees, rather than the

He s Such a Character 


Alec Baldwin is now 
the leading man with 
character actors 

TV I These days, if a part calls for 
someone to play brazen, caustic or 
swaggering — in short, a real man’s 
man — one actor seems to have a 
lock on the role. 

At least that’s how it appears 
from Alec Baldwin’s near-ubiqui- 
tous presence lately portraying men 
like Jack Donaghy, the bombastic 
and preening network executive on 
the NBC sitcom “30 Rock.” 

Baldwin calls them “man of 
authority” characters, “something 
you need to do sort of unflinching- 
ly,” he said during a lunch break on 


the show’s Queens set in New York 
city. 

Suddenly, he let out a delighted 
yelp. “30 Rock” creator Tina Fey had 
stopped in the lunchroom with her 
13 -month- old daughter, Alice, in 
tow. Baldwin leaped out of his chair, 
gushing over the child. “How are 
you?” Baldwin cooed, his gravelly 
voice an octave higher than usual. 

This is Alec Baldwin, tough 
guy? “He’s more like a small-town 
theater professor in real life than a 
dirty cop,” Fey, who plays the head 
writer of the show’s fictional com- 
edy-sketch program, said later. 

After a stint as a leading man in 
the 1990s, Baldwin has most recent- 
ly re-emerged as a character actor 
who imbues the most hard-edged.

loutish parts with subtlety and 
humor. His ability to avoid carica- 
ture while playing the likes of casino 
boss Shelly Kaplow in 2003’s “The 
Cooler,” a role for which he garnered 
an Oscar nomination, has made him 
more in demand than ever. 

“Some people don’t want to 
step up and fill that void,” he said, 
explaining why these types of char- 
acters often come his way.

Scientists try to spur 
breeding by showing 
adult animal movies 

After years of painstaking research, 
scientists say they have unleashed a 
baby boom among one of the world’s 
most beloved but endangered ani- 
mals, China’s giant panda. 

A bit of panda porn has helped 
too, they say. 

“It works,” said Zhang Zhihe, 
a leading Chinese expert, about 
showing uninitiated males DVDs 
of fellow pandas mating. 

It is one of many techniques tried 
over the decades to get captive pan- 
das — notoriously poor breeders — 
to do it, and do it right. The efforts 
to understand and simulate condi- 
tions for mating and raising cubs 
have paid off in China, the panda’s 
native habitat. Now comes the next 
test: getting the magic to work out- 
side China. 

The big day will come in January, 
when Prasertsak Buntragulpoon- 
tawee hopes to pull off a success- 
ful mating between male Chuang 
Chuang and partner Lin Hui in 
Chiang Mai, Thailand.

the same idea as chimpanzees see- 
ing people smoke and then copying 
it,” says the Thai researcher. 

Zhang, director of the Cheng- 
du Research Base of Giant Panda 
Breeding, attributes this year’s 
record-high births not to any sin- 
gle breakthrough but to an accumu- 
lation of research on panda biology, 
nutrition and genetics while “trying 
to imitate nature better.” 

The result, by his count: In the 
first 10 months of this year, 31 cubs 
were born in captivity in China, of 
which 28 survived. That’s up from 
12 births in 2005 and just nine in 
2000. Of this year’s births, 14 came 
through natural breeding, while arti- 
ficial insemination or a combination 
of the two produced the rest. 

Among the roughly 20 pandas 
outside China, no cubs were born 
this year through mating.

Institution in Washington, D.C., said 
the goal of raising the captive breed- 
ing population to 300 from the cur- 
rent 220 is rapidly being reached. This 
would prevent inbreeding, widen the 
genetic pool and enable more captive 
animals to re-enter the wild, where 


the panda population is estimated 
at 1,600 to 3,000. 

Howard said the biggest challeng- 
es in panda breeding are an extreme- 
ly high rate of incompatibility and 
the very narrow window of oppor- 
tunity — females are ready to mate 


for as few as 48 hours a year. 

“At first, people thought that 
you just put two animals together 
and they would figure it out. But it 
didn’t turn out that way,” she said. 
“Now we know how to take care of 
the panda better. We’ve really made 
progress. But we’re still learning a 
lot of even basic things.” 

The pressure is on. Last year, Lin 
Hui showed promising symptoms 
but they turned out to be a pseudo - 
pregnancy, not unusual among pan- 
das. Will the blue movies help? 

Opinions differ on the visuals, 
but Zhang and Prasertsak agree on 
the sound track. “It’s the sounds of 
breeding that stimulate them,”

A growing number of 
vendors go kosher at 
U.S. sports stadiums 

Jeffrey Striks has taken a bite of a 
new niche in the American kosher 
food market: sports stadiums. 

He got his start seven years ago, 
offering kosher food at concession 
stands at Shea Stadium and Yan- 
kee Stadium in New York. Business 
is so good that he’s expanded his 
company, Strikly Kosher, and now 
operates kosher stands at Giants 
Stadium and Continental Air- 
lines Arena in New Jersey, Nassau 
Coliseum in Long Island and the 
Yankees’ minor league ballpark in 
Staten Island. 

His core market is the most 
observant Jews who follow the 
laws of kashrut, which restricts 
which food can be eaten and how 
it is prepared. 

But he’s also attracting custom- 
ers who aren’t Jewish and perceive

that kosher food is healthier. They 
are buying his knishes, chicken nug- 
gets and “knockwurst” — not the 
traditional German sausage but a 
chicken product designed to look 
like a hot dog. 

“Everyone associates kosher 
with cleanliness,” said Striks, 49, 
a native of the New York borough 
of Queens. 

Since typical stadium fare is hot 
dogs, selling kosher food at sports 
venues is a logical market, said Mar- 
cia Mogelonsky, a senior research 
analyst at Mintel, a market research 
firm in Chicago which estimates 
the American kosher food market 
to be $40 billion. 


Others are capitalizing on the 
growing kosher market in stadi- 
ums. Striks plans to move outside 
the New York area, and a competi- 
tor, Kosher Sports Inc., has already 
moved into stadiums in Philadel- 


phia, Baltimore and Washington, 
D.C. Both companies have menus 
that are glatt kosher, a stricter desig- 
nation that usually applies to meat. 
The most observant Jews will eat 
only glatt kosher foods. 



Opening a glatt kosher stand 
has its risks. 

Often, kosher food products cost 
more than the non-kosher ones. It 
also means not being open on Shab- 
bat — Friday nights and Saturdays 
— two of the busiest days in sports, 
and holidays including eight days 
over Passover and three high holi- 
days. During baseball season, that 
translates into sales for only 50 of 
80 home games, Striks said. 

Steve Spencer of Livingston, N. J., 
found Strikly Kosher at Giants Sta- 
dium this year and has been back for 
each of the three Jets games he has 
attended. He is Jewish and doesn’t 
keep kosher, but likes the idea. 

“If I’m going to buy a hot dog. I’ll 
find the kosher stand,” said Spen- 
cer, 47, as he waited in line at a Jets 
game against the Chicago Bears. “I 
like the taste better. I assume the 
quality is better.” 

Joel Felderman, an observant Jew, 
said the kosher stadium stands allow 
him to enjoy games more. A Jets sea- 
son ticket holder for more than 30 
years, he had always eaten before 
games because he didn’t have glatt 
kosher alternatives in the stadium. 

“It makes me feel like I’m a real 
fan,” said Felderman, 53, an accoun- 
tant from Oceanside, N.Y “I can 
buy a hot dog like everyone else and 
not compromise my religious beliefs. 
I can get the total experience.”

Kicking Out the ‘Apostles’ 


GEORGETOWN | News did not 
take a break during the extended 
Thanksgiving weekend, so to give 
READEXPRESS.COM readers a proper 
briefing of the news they may have 
missed while eatingturkey andhelp- 
ing retailers get into the black, this 
morning we’ll rewind and review 
some of the major developments, 
both important and peculiar. 

One of those developments prob- 
ably made for crummy Thanks- 
giving dinner conversation for 
the O’Neill family. That’s because 
Georgetown University undergrad- 
uate Brian O’Neill Jr. was told by 
D.C. zoning officials last week that 
his Apostles of Peace and Unity were 
being kicked out of 1617 35th St.

In order to circumvent regula- 
tions that bar more than six unre- 
lated people from living in the same 
residence, O’Neill and eight friends 
incorporated as a nonprofit religious 
organization, as The Washington 
Post’s Michelle Boorstein reported. 
O’Neill said his group’s charity work 
made the arrangement legitimate.

So just as O’Neill and his Apos- 
tles were heading home for Thanks- 
giving, they faced the prospect of 
losing some members to what some 
of their parents said was an “inge- 
nious” arrangement. And as any 
Hoya can tell you, finding hous- 
ing near campus in the middle of 
the school year isn’t the easiest task. 
“I don’t know what we’re going to do 
right now,” O’Neill said last week. 
The undergraduate could appeal, 
but if his Georgetown neighbors 
have their way, moving boxes will 
be appearing on 35th Street shortly.

Book World columnist MICHAEL 
DIRDA was online last Wednesday to 
discuss “Lady Chatterley’s Lover,’’ the 
new movie “Stranger Than Fiction’’ 
and writer’s block. 

I am hopelessly held in trance by 
the political process. There are so 
many new books in 
that area. I’d like 
one to turn to for 
decompression dur- 
ing the holidays. Any 
suggestions? 

You want to read about politics in 
order to “decompress”? Maybe your 
best bet is Theodore White’s “The 
Making of the President, I960,” 
one of the classics of contempo- 
rary political journalism. 

I know you don’t like movies, but 
“Stranger Than Fiction” is worth 
seeing. Well, unless you are trou- 
bled by the notion of a writer hav- 
ing a God-like, all-powerful creative 
force. 

I shudder at the prospect of a writ- 


er having God-like powers. I know 
writers — this would be a very bad 
idea. Still, I’ll bear “Stranger Than 
Fiction” in mind, though, person- 
ally, I was thinking that I might 
possibly be able to face something 
cinematic more on the scale of “The 
Great Mouse Detective.” 

I’m reading “Lady Chatterley’s 
Lover” for the first time and was 
shocked at D.H. Lawrence’s graphic 
writing, although I like it. For the time 
period, was this widely acceptable 
in fiction? Also, are there any other 
works by him that you’d recommend? 
Acceptable! Hardly. The book was 
banned in England for, what, 30 
years?
